"most JAPs are of the same 
socio-economic background of 
material consciousness and I 
can relate to them because I'm 
aloof like them and that's why 
I'm attracted to them; Why 
would somebody want to be 
homosexual with so many 
JAPs around?" 

Attempting to explain the un- 
usual presentation, Station 
Manager Gary Kanofsky 
claimed In an Interview with the 
Dally that the show was a 
"comedlc dissertation" of what 
"JAPs" are really all about. 

Kanofsky went on to explain 
that Radlo-McGIII has an "open 
door policy" which enables 
anyone to give their opinion, 
whether it be "A social diag- 
nosis or a political viewpoint 
such as the views of the 
CPC-(ML) or the PQ". He added 
that "it's not right to not get 
into controversy. That sort of 
thing Is good for radio in that it 
is controversial". 
Programme Director Bill 
'Cameron, when asked about 
' the possible racist and sexist 
content of the programme, 
replied "we thought It was 
acceptable. We had not antl- 
' clpated any hostile reaction". 

Radlo-McGIII member Mal- 
colm Campbell, not enthused 
with the show, said "It was in 
poor taste" and "very unpro- 
fessional". He concluded that a 
programme with reference to 
specific people, attacking their 
religion, values and physical 
appearance, did not have any- 
thing valuable to contribute.

ANEQ sparks talks 



MONTREAL (CUP) - A pro- 
vince-wide petition and threa- 
tened occupations by students 
and member Institutions of 
L'Association National des 
Etudiants du Quebec (ANEQ) 
has finally brought some re- 
sponse from the government, 
according to ANEQ Information 
secretary Daniel Pacquet. 

Pacquet said ANEQ received 
a call from Rene Levesque's 
office last week inquiring about 
a meeting with the organiza- 
tion. Quebec education minis- 
ter Jacques Yvan Morin had not 
responded to a letter from the 
association sent more than a 
month ago. 

Pacquet said the occupation, 
planned by 15 ANEQ member 
unions for today, will occur 
despite Levesque's acceptance 
of a meeting. 

In the provincial petition, 
students demanded the aboli- 



tion of tuition fees, free edu-. 
cation materials, and a more 
equitable financial aid system. 

Student union spokesper- 
sons at English Montreal uni- 
versities support the move and 
believe the demands are not 
unreasonable. "We think It can 
be done, it's nothing un- 
realistic. It's just a question of 



timing," one Concordia 
spokesperson explained. 

Free education was promised 
in the Parti Québécois platform 
last fall, he said. 

Another spokesperson criti- 
cized the existing loan system 
in the province that places 
heavy costs on parents and 
students.

According to Betsy Albert, 
PSA Vice-president and Chair- 
person of the Evaluation Com- 
mittee, the rating scale Is 
faulty.

The PSA wants to change the 
rating scale because if students 
consistently answer "1", they 
may automatically do so for 
question 15 as well, in direct 
contradiction of everything 
they have just said. Albert feels 
the PSA should change the 
scale In order to "have a psy- 
chologically sound question- 
naire." 

In setting up Its evaluation 
programme, the PSA collected 
questionnaires from various , 
faculties and universities, and 
decided to use a modified

West supports Quebec 



EDMONTON (CUP) - The 
Canadian government's "na- 
tional unity" campaign avoids 
the Issue of the Quebec 
people's right to self-deter- 
mination, representatives of 
the University of Alberta stu- 
dent union told the Unity Task 
Force Nov. 18. 

In its submission, delivered 
amid applause, jeering, cries of 
"Speak English", and racial 



slurs, the student union said 
the Task Force was set up "to 
support, encourage and publi- 
cize efforts... with regard to 
national unity", and so pre- 
cludes the recognition of Que- 
bec's right to decide its own 
fate. 

"A referendum on this ques- 
tion should be held by the 
people of Quebec and not 
across the country as some 



people have suggested," the 
submission read. 

In the event of a decision to 
separate, "we oppose any use 
of military force against Que- 
bec. There Is nothing to be 
' learned by a repltltlon of the 
Battle of the Plains of Abra- 
ham. We have no desire to 
impose an outside will upon 
the Quebec nation." 



Besides changing the rating 
scale, the PSA plans to add two 
blank questions which Indivi- 
dual professors can use to a$K 
specific questions about them- 
selves and their courses. 

The PSA hopes to evaluate 16 
courses this year, and Albert 
says the "professors are willing 
to help." The professors give 
the PSA signed permission to 
rate 'their courses. The pro- 
fessors are allowed to see the 
data before It is published and 
have the right to decide whe- 
ther they want the Information 
on the course published. Albert 
stressed that no professor 
followed that method last year. 

Gary Badger, President of 
the PSA, also commented on

Events preceding Franco's 
takeover of Spain showed the 
•practicality of self- 
management In factories and 
the countryside and even 
proved that a high level of 
productivity can be sustained 
by workers' control due to the 
elimination of "quantitative In- 
efficiencies." 




Spanish trade unions "encour- 
aged workers to. prepare them- 
selves Jor self-management". 
Unions attempted to bring 
financial data on their work 
place to members, waged com- 
munity struggles and prepared 
workers to shed the depen- 
dency on the managerial class. 

During the thirties, municipal 
governments took control of. 
the housing market, collecti- 
vized public transportation and 
reorganized industries. Accor- 
ding to Breltbart "new forms of 
efficiency arose"; daycare cen- 
tres, sports clubs and res- 
taurants were Integrated Into 
the work place leading to 



communities In the ÛS and 
Canada have led to a "clear cut" 
difference between the work 
place and residence." . 

Breltbart also added that the 
Yugoslav model of self- 
management was Implanted on 
people "from above" and that 
self-management should be 
perceived "as a means in itself 
as well as a means to an end." 

Alienation from the work 
place, sabotage of assembly 
lines and absenteeism became 
reason enough for capitalists to 
include workers In" the decision- 
making process. However she 
remarked that this was "open to

WINNIPEG (CUP) The president 
- of the University of Manitoba 
recommends tightening up hir- 
ing procedures to assure that 
more Canadians teach In uni- 
versities. 

Ralph Campbell suggests 
replacing the present policy of 
hiring Canadians "if they are 
roughly comparable to non-Ca- 
nadians" with a restriction 
allowing the hiring of foreign 
academics only if they are 
"clearly superior" to Cana- 
dians. 

The issue of Canadian hiring 
at the university first arose this 
September when a psychology 
professor criticized university 
inaction on the growing j\um- 
bers of non-Canadian profes- 
sors in the department. 



Campbell' also supports 
changes In the advertising of 
positions which now discour- 
age Canadian hiring. Advertis- 
ing should be standardized 
with preference for Canadian 
applicants stated. In past, 
professors had complained that 
ads In US publications were 
more attractive than those In 
Canadian ones. 

The "clearly superior" criter- 
ion has been supported by teh 
Canadian Association of Uni- 
versity Teachers and the U of M 
faculty association. 

Other more drastic solutions 
to the problem of non-Canadian 
hiring have been proposed at 
the U of M, Including limiting 
tenure to non-Canadians and 
disallowing their appointment 
to administrative positions. 



The union had been de- 
manding à minimum salary of 
$3100 per course for TAs. The 
proposed settlement would 
bring the current minimum of 
$2700 ta about $2875. 

At U of T,. union members 
rejected an administration offer 
of a five per cent Increase, and 
issues in the negotiations. 
Union spokespersons say the 
university has not accepted the 
Graduate Assistants' Associa- 
tion as "the bona fide trade 
union" for TAs, demonstrators, 
tutors, markers and part-time 
lecturers. 

The GAA represents about 
2,000 people. The union says 
maintaining membership has 
been an Issue because of high 
turnover. 

The McGIII Teaching Asso- 
ciation (MTAA) is trying to 
mobilize to settle wages grie- 
vances of its own left over from 
last year. When It rejected the 
Administration's offer of 6%, 
because of what it termed "lack 
of parity" with Increases of the 
rest of the academic staff. The 
MTAA voted to ask for a 9% 
Increase. The Agreement of Fe- 
bruary 12, 1976 had promised 
that TAs' base stipends and 
their cost of living Increases 
would increase In a "manner 
comparable to salaries of other 
full time University staff." 

The MTAA Is presently para- 
lyzed In Its ability to negotiate 
last year's wage settlement 
because It has not yet reached 
quorum at Its meetings. To 
reach quorum, six departments 
of the Arts Faculty must be 
represented..

Beaten At Last

The Stage Is pitch black except for 
the orange glow of a lit cigarette. As 
the stage lights come up, two 
soldiers sit crouching In a trench, 
waiting for the front line battle to 
reach them. Evidently, these two 
unnamed men have been waiting 
quite a long time and have taken to 
playing guessing games, smoking 
hash and drinking in order to pass 
the time away. They are pathetic 
figures who have been forced to 
sacrifice their lives for a cause they 
don't believe in. 

The entire play is contained within - 
a guessing game between the two 
characters. They don't want to play 
the game because "it's a waste of 
time" as one character complains, 
yet they cannot help but continue. 
The futility of their lives is a constant 
source of frustration and anger for 
the two characters. 

The two men are played by Keith 
White and Lome Silver, both refresh- 



ingly new faces to the McGIII Players' 
stage. This' twosome complement 
one another very well on stage. White 
has excellent eye contact with the 
audience, precise body movements 
and a great maniacal smile. Sliver's 
best moments occur when, in his 
drunken stupor, he delivers his lay- 
man's philosophy of life. Seeming to 
understand their respective charac- 
ters, White and Silver are very com- 
fortable In their roles. 

Director Rabin Lai has done a fine 
job with the script. The production 
moved quickly and smoothly. 

Beaten at Last Is an original one-act 
play written by Brian Waderllnl. It is a 
play that is based on many existen- 
tial themes, too numerous for this 
reviewer to even try to Interpret or 
elaborate upon in this review. 
Waderllnl comments on prejudice, 
" at red and«homosexuallty. His at- 
tempt to depict the absurdity of life, 
man's alienation, anxiety and torture 
is reminiscent of plays such as 
Samuel Beckett's Waiting for Godot 
and Jean-Paul Sartre's No Exit.

More Café, 
Easy on 
the Pinter

In Its continuing series of plays, 
the Tuesday Night Café presented 
The Dumbwaiter by Harold Pinter, 
and Krapp's Last Tape by Samuel 
Beckett last -Tuesday (naturally). 

The Dumbwaiter is the story of two 
professional killers, one of whom 
slowly comes to realize that he is to 
be the next victim. 

The play is typical Pinter, pro- 
gressions of absurd and trivial con- 
versations about the weather, foot- 
ball and making tea as the audience 
slowly comes to understand, the real 
point of the play. 

In the roles of the two genteel 
killers, David Ellis as Ben, and espe- 
cially Curzon Dobell as Gus, ma- 
naged to lighten a play weighed 
down by pregnant pauses. Although 
Dobell's accent fluctuated from 
British to deep Southern,. his charac- 
terization of a man slowly becoming 
aware of the truth was well-handled. 
Franclne Flynn's fast-moving direc- 
tion is also to be commended. 

Krapp's Last Tape is a one-man 



show— a tour de force If successful. 
As Krapp, an old man who relives his 
life through his tape recordings, 
Marko Sakren gave an admirable, 
though amateur try. His Krapp lacked 
the depth and versatility of expres- 
sion necessary to rivet the audience. 
All aspects of production, however, 
were excellent, especially Sakren's 
make-up, which transforms him into 
a credible dried-up old man. 

Before and between plays, Alec 
(no last name^ performed enter- 
taining raggish piano, and during 
intermission one could fortify one- 
self with food baked by members of 
the company. 

Tuesday Night Café Is to be wel- 
comed (If not for their choice of plays 
on this particular night) for creating 
an alternative form of theatre at 
•'McGIII. 

The reason for the existence of the 
Tuesday Night Caf6, says Edward 
Saxon, publicist for the group, is "to 
put on an evening of plays in a 
relaxed café atmosphere". This could 
not be achieved, he feels, through 
Sandwich Theatre (a similar concept) 
where time is limited to an hour. 
Saxon also feels that the Café allows 
for more opportunity than Players' 
Theatre: "you can learn a lot more 
setting up a theatre". And he feels 
that the acting Is "more satisfying" 
than in Players' because one can do a 
verlety of one-night roles throughout 
the year, rather than a few six-night 
parts. 

Another function of the Café is to 
present original material written 
mainly by McGIII students. The next 
presentation of the Café will be 
Aleola by Gaeten Charlebois, and, 
after that, says Saxon, "we're hot for 
submissions". 



Axis: Interpretive Dance

Fluid, dynamic and expressive are 
a few adjectives that can be used to 
describe the innovative dance group 
Axis, which treated its McGIII audi- 
ence to a unique experience last 
Friday. 

The group, composed of several 
talented dancers of diverse interests 
and dance experience, is Interested 
In promoting dance as a vehicle for 
freedom of expression and personal 
growth. 

The first, entitled "The Water- 
wheel", embodied the harshness and 
struggle that accompany toll, thirst, 
and blazing sun. The movement of 
the dance was based on a central 
theme: the rhythm and constancy of 
collective breathing. Mesmerizing 
music of a Middle Eastern flavour, 
and earth-tone costumes, enhanced 
the effect of hardship. 

"Ma Valse", the second piece, de- 
veloped the theme of individuality 
and the necessity to live life In your 
own special way. Rousing waltz 
music and a variety of movements 
combined to show the infinite pos- 




sibllities that exist in life. 

"L'Autre" was a dance centering 
around one chair and one dancer, 
and suggested that you can make the 
most of what you have, no matter 
how simple it may seem. 

The final piece, "Corfu 1913: After 
the Children", was designed as a tri- 
bute to Isadora Duncan, one of the 
original founders and promoters of 
modern dance. It portrayed her 
grieving over the untimely deaths of 
her two children, and, subsequently, 
having a vision In which she sees 
herself as a major figure in the dance 
world. The haunting and rather en- 
chanting flute music which accom- 
panied the work conjured up images 
of ancient Greece while the dancers' 
movements convincingly conveyed 
the emotions of the characters. 

Creative and visually appealing 
choreography, skill and litheness on 
the part of the dancers, the use of 
simple sets and costumes, and the 
effective use of music to set the ap- 
propriate mood for the pieces, all 
combined to create a commendable 
performance.

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Last Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
(24-26 Nov) Sir George Campus ' 
hosted screenings of films by Jack 
Chambers, James Bfoughton, Wlllard 
Maas and Marie Menken. Rumor had 
it that Jack Chambers was sick, and 
therefore couldn't come to present his 
films, but James Broughton and 
Stephen Maas (son of Wlllard Maas 
and Marie Menken, both of whom 
died in the late '60s) were at the 
screenings of their films. 

Three of Jack Chambers* films were 
screened on Thursday; R34 (1967), 
Circle (1968-69) and Hart of London 
(1969-70). 

R 34 was in Chambers' words, a 
"film on the movements and work of 
Greg Curnoe", but not Intended as a ' 
documentary. R 34 builds up in the 
manner of a collage until one gets the 
sense of an Inhabited (mental??) 
space— and of that space's Inhabitant 
(Greg Curnoe). This space includes 
Greg's art work, mostly collages and 
paintings, which he almost magically 
creates. Through continual re- 
encounters with different objects, the 
viewer builds up Inter-related 
reference points throughout this 
space, and R 34 becomes an organic, 
always-evolving film portrait. . 

"The essential form of Circle is 
circular, the passing of one year, day 
after day focussed on one point In my 
backyard. The aperture remains con- 
stant, thereby recording the daily 
changes of light and color. Four 
seconds have thus been recorded 
every day at 10 a.m. "Thus Chambers 
describes Circle. 

Abbott M eader's Destroying Angel Is 
similar In that It records the events in 
abackyard overwhat can be Inter- 
preted as a day. The relationships ex- 
plored in both films are those of linear 
sequences of time within a cyclical 
time (a day or year) structure, and 
what "happens" or "exists" solely 
within linear time within a given 
space. The space, as the cyclic time 
units, is eternal and unchanging, but 
Its content is eternally changing. 

Hart of London Is a more complex 
fllmthaneitherR34orCircle, but 1 
encompasses elements of both. Hart 



of London is an Intimate portrait of 
London (Ont.), both In an offhandedly 
historical way and through the 
seasons. It winds and tangles nature 
and man inextricably but in the 
process unmasks their intricate rela- 
tionships. The film opens with the 
capturing of a wild hart in fenced sub- 
urban backyards and ends with deer 
eating out of the hands of children in a 
fenced-in field. The first and longest 
section of the film deals with winter. 
Multiple superimpositions of footage 
from the '20s (orearller) through the 
'70s were bleached to give the pre- 
vailing sense of the densely diffused 
light of winter. The sound track was a 
slowly pulsing roar— at times 
• seeming like waves crashing on 
shore, but usually sounding like the 
wind. Toward the end of this section, 
imagery of spring begins to Invade the 
bleached Imagery— seeds in the 
snow, foliage, and traces of green. 

The spring section develops 
through the dichotomy of sacrifice 
and regeneration. Imagery of birth of 
people and animals, abundant 
foliage, free-flowing water and other, 
spring images are developed. The 
sound track also reflected this change 
with bubbling water sounds. Juxta- 
posed against these images of plenty 
were Imageà of death or restraint : 
pruning hedges and an Intensely de- 
veloped lamb slaughtering sequence. 

Out of the roots of spring, summer 
emerges. Here the emphasis is on 
water games. Chambers keeps the 
dichotomies of the spring section In 
evidence through the Introduction of 
a short sequence of a man swimming 
a river In winter, then returns to more 
direct summer Imagery. The 
film— the hart— then returns to the 
initial imageof the film— the hart. 

The films of Marie Menken and 
Wlllard Maas were also a Joy to watch. 
Geography of the Body, made in 1 943, 
which comprises close-up shots of 
bodies taken so that they are often 
unrecognizable as human: shots of 
massive elbows and toes or nostrils 
continually fill the screen. The sound- 
' track is like a slightly surreal l ravel- 
log ue . The juxtaposition of words and 
Images Is incredible. 



Deep Purple Lives 



Made In Europe 
byTonyAbruzzese 

Magic moments from Deep 
Purple's 75 tourare brought together 
in the live album Made In Europe, fol- 
lowing the splitting up of the group a 
year-and-a-halfago. 

The one thing that earned Deep 
Purple the merit it deserves was the 
versatility of lead-guitarist Ritchie 
Blackmore. Considered one of the 
best soloists in the world, Blackmore 
Is simply amazing on this album, 
combining rapidity of execution and 
genuine mastery of guitar technique. 
Blackmore's improvisation on the cut 
You Fool No One comes as a com- 
plete surprise to the appreciative 
audience. On another favorite, Mis- 
treated, Blackmore digging deep into 
the blues, resulting in a kind of ec- 
centric heavy rock. 

It is often said that Blackmore's 
main handicap is that he does not 
sing. On this album Blackmore 
clearly makes his guitar warble, and 
exert enough energy to sustain thirty 
minutes of non-stop frivolous 



playing. Perhaps even more dazzling 
Is Blackmore's sense of progression, 
especially on the cut Lady Double- 
Dealer, where headds a shuddering 
dimension in sound not present on 
the song's studio recording. 

Although Ritchie Blackmore clearly 
stands out as Deep Purple's leader, 
thecontributlons by organist Jon 
Lord and drummer Ian Paice must not 
be overlooked. Lord provides the 
spaciness of the Deep Purple sound, 
especially on Burn. What more can be 
said of Ian Paice than that he is per- 
haps the only drummer able to emu- 
late Blackmore's exploits. 

If a comparison Is necessary with 
Made In Japan, the group's first live 
release In '72, one could say that a 
difference exists in terms of sound 
engineering. Made In Europe, unlike 
M.I. J., captures the original unadul- 
terated performance (so It says on the 
album) and was only slightly sound- 
edited. Like most live recordings on 
the market, sound quality is lacking. 

However, It Is in terms of their 
music that a major.changehas occur-; -,

"I think you can tell the most about 
a person's personality from the In- 
side of his nose." 

This movie Is ostensibly about the 
ups and downs in the lives of pro- 
fessional football players. When 
Jenkins' novel came out, It was 
hailed as something of a minor mile- 
stone for "ripping the façade off pro 
football". But we've seen so many 
façades totally destroyed In recent 
years that even If a decent movie had 
been made of the book, its message 
would have a muffled Impact. 
Michael Ritchie must have realized 
that the main issue in the novel was 
already dead, since the movie he 
made In no way disturbs our pre- 




red: the spacy, precise Deep Purple 
sound becomes more deliberately 
heavy rock. Deep Purple never solidi- 
fied as a band because of many 
changes in personnel, but their music 
had definitely evolved. If Come Taste 
The Band (their last album with 
Tommy Bolln playing lead guitar) was 
a dissapointment, then made In 
Europe is a lasting proof that Deep 
Purple lives on, for those who believe 
(Just like Santa Claus —Ed.) 



conceptions about pro sports. 

The movie turns out to be an attack 
on pop psychology with a stab at 
pop culture. With this goal In mind 
Ritchie cast two game show hosts as 
Influencera of mass opinion. Jim 
McCrell of Celebrity Sweepstakes Is 
totally unbelleveable as a highbrow 
book publisher, while Bert Convy of 
Tattletales does a somewhat better 
Job as Frledrlck Bismark, founder of 
B.E.A.T. This parody the popular 
therapy E.S.T. Infects the star 
receiver of the Miami football team 
with Its "you do your thing, I'll do 
mine" philosophy. When the recei- 
ver, played by Kris Krlstoferson, falls 
In love with the daughter of the 
team's owner, he tries to convert her 
before their marriage. Enter Burt 
Reynolds," the team's star halfback, 
who is also In love with the prodigal 
daughter. Reynolds has the advan- 
tage of having Gene Autry for his 
mentor. 

Gene Autrey prevails, but Soml- 
Tough falls. It is probably true that 
we need a movie which deals with the 
destructive effect that E.S.T. and the 
many other "self-first" therapies have 
on human relationships. The prob- 
lem In Semi-Tough Is that the mes- 
sage Is totally obscured by the em- 
phasis on slapstick, a football team's 
quest to the Superbowl, and a series 
of relationships which are totally un- 
supported by the development of the 
characters. 

The last problem is the most 
vexing. Since Krlstofferson's por- 
trayals are invariably Neanderthal, 
and since his most effective emotive 
device is the grunt, he would have 
been better cast as an unfeeling 
brute than as the movie's central 
character. As in A Star Is Bom, his 
character Is so lifeless at the begin- 
ning that we feel no sense of loss 
when he begins to slide downhill. 
Another movie The Late Show, dealt 
with the problems created by thera- 
pies that accentuate the primacy of 
individual and the rejection of any 
moral or social code that imposes 
responsibility for one's fellow man. 
In the film, Lily Tomlln represented 
the creature who had been screwed 
over by pop psychology, and Art 
Carney embodied the commitment to 
the importance of human relation- 
ships. 

In Semi-Tough, that contrast is 
impossible since none of the charac- 
ter have the depth to bring it off. 
When a hedonist swears off sex as he 
lights up a joint, the initial action has 
no meaning. Likewise, in Semi- 
Tough, when Gene Autry prevails, he 
only does so seml-completely.

Maids Challenges Harlequin

Harlequin Theatre is a new and ex- 
citing young theatrical group whose 
second production, Jean Genet's The 
Maids, opened last night. The choice 
of this play is significant, since most 
new theatre groups would feel 
safer— artistically and economically 
—In presenting commercially .ac- 
ceptable, purely entertaining fare. 

Genet's subtle, psychological 
drama would hardly fit anyone's de- 
finition of pure entertainment. Two 
maids, Solange and Claire, take 
turns playing mistress and servant 
while their real mistress, named 
simply Madame, Is out. The game at 
first provides an escape from the bit- 
terness of subservience, but later 
becomes frlghteningly real, so much 
so that Solange and Claire become, 
In their own minds, the characters 
they are portraying. 

If only for having chosen to pre- 
sent this extremely difficult (and 
rarely performed) work, Harlequin 
deserves to be applauded. And their 
production of the play deserves to be 
applauded as well. True, there were 
times when I felt that the words 
seemed to overwhelm the director 
and actresses, and . that the latter 
were at times reduced to merely 
speaking the lines instead of inter- 
preting them. There were some long 
and Inexplicable silences which, in- 
stead of heightening the tension, 
broke the flow of the play. But for the 



most part the play, under Martin 
Archer's direction, moves along well. 

Dominique Haller, as Madame, 
was the most immediately appealing 
of the three actresses, because of the 
nature of her role. Madame's social 
' position Is assured ; as such, there Is 
no deep-seated bitterness or anger in 
her demeanour. Moreover, she does 
not participate in the maids' bizarre 
games and I daresay she is the only 
normal one in the play. Halter's per- 
formance Is perfectly flighty and 
finicky, but never excessively so. In 
the more difficult role of Solange, 
Lyssa Romaine is nicely subdued 
and very convincing throughout her 
many changes of character. I felt that 
Karen Manl, as Claire, had fully 
grasped the complexities of her role 
but she performed in a somewhat 
heavy-handed manner. 

The. set, Madame's bedroom 
swathed in white curtains and car- 
peted in white shag, Is Imaginative 
and has a stark, almost eerie look 
about it. The maids' costumes are 
appropriate, but I felt that the plain 
brown dress worn by Madame was 
not quite elegant enough for a 
woman of her social position. 

Even with its faults, the production 
has obviously been handled with 
dedication and resourcefulness. 

And how often Is it that a play like 
The Maids Is performed in Montreal? 
Until December 4th at the Revue 
Theatre, 1858 de Malsonneuve W.

S.B.C.'s Second Stage will close. 

Muriel Gold, Artistic Director of 
the Saldye Bronfman Centre Theatre 
has announced the cancellation of 
the February production planned by 
the Second Stage of the Saldye 
Bronfman Centre. 

The scheduled production of Dur- 
enmatt's The Marriage of Mr. Missi- 
ssippi, to have been directed by 
Alexander Hausvater, will not take 
place. Ms. Gold stated that she had 
just been informed that Actor's 
Equity Association has refused to 
allow the S.B.C. the fee scale known 
as "Concession to G". The additional 
cost, coupled with the fact that 
Canada Council did not give any in- 
crease to Second Stage this season 
has created a financial burden the 
Second Stage cannot absorb. The 
play for children, Story Theatre, will 
go on as scheduled, December 27 - 
January 1, and the third production 
planned for Second Stage, world- 
renowned touring mime company, 
Theatre Beyond Words, will take 
place as scheduled in May. 

The Second Stage of the Saldye 



Bronfman Centre was designed to 
give young professionals, recent 
graduates of theatre schools, etc., an 
opportunity to work In a professional \ 
theatre, and to present the kinds of 
plays not usually considered "com- 
mercial" fare. "We did not expect," 
commented Ms. Gold, "that all our 
goals would be realized Immediately 
and we were prepared not 'to please 
all of the people all of the time'. We 
did present some very exciting and 
worthwhile evenings of theatre, 
notably the 1976 production of 
Voices from the Holocaust and the 
1977 production of Caligula. Several 
actors who worked on Second Stage 
have gone on to major theatres In 
different parts of Canada." 

Asked about the possibility that 
the Second Stage will be revived next 
season, Ms. Gold replied, *:We will 
continue our annual Theatre for 
Children production, but there is 
really little hope that we will be able 
to carry on with Second Stage.

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Art in View: 



Edwy Cooke 



MONTREAL (CUP) — Edwy Cooke's 
small, sweet watercolors from the 
1970s represent a recommencement 
In his art after a 15-year dry period. 
Not only are these currently on view, 
but also works from his earlier career 
are Included with the show in the 
Welssman Gallery and Gallery 1 until 
December 6. 

The exhibition, entitled "Edwy 
Cooke; Aquarelles 1942-1977". will 
then travel to the Beaverbrook Art 
Gallery in Fredericton, New Bruns- 
wick where Cooke was curator from 
1959 to 1964. Since 1964 he has been 
here at Concordia and is currently the 
Associate Dean of Fine Arts. 

One of the most admirable aspects 
of the show Is Don Andrus' ac- 
companying catalogue, which out- 
lines Cooke's life and development 
from his childhood In Toronto. He 
has ties the artist into both a social 
and artistic milieu beginning with his 
student days at the University of 
Toronto with Ronald Bloore and Nick 
Keleman, to his 1948 trip to New 
York and through to his decision to 
quit painting while teaching at the 
University of Toronto In the mid- 
fifties. 

Although Cooke began well In the 
mainstream of Canadian painting in 
the forties, he seems to have suc- 
cessfully slipped out of it during the 
fifties and has been following a 
singular path since. We might find 
much of Cooke's work difficult to 
look at and appreciate as painting per 
se because it is so intent on being 
pictures. There Is no insistence on 
paint as paint, but all qualities in the 
medium are made subservient to an 
expression-filled representational- 
ism. 

Specific influences are traced by 
Andrus in his catalogue essay, 
especially the American "reglonal- 
ists" prolific In the 1930s. These are 
really apparent upon viewing Cooke's 
art. We also might run up the same 
blind alley as did Andrus in thinking 
Cooke's 1949 Imaginary-architecture 



casein paintings were Inspired by the 
Italian Pittura Metafisica group, 
active In the second decade of this 
century. But Cooke is quoted as 
saying he had never seen much of the 
work of De Chlrico, or of Max Ernst 
either, until after completing this 
series. 

Technically, Cooke is a master. He 
handles watercolors with a sureness 
that can only come after a hard-won 
familiarity with that medium. His 
compositions and subjects, how- 
ever, are commonplace. Among them 
are a dirty, bleak 1940s Hogtown, 
some weak and busy abstracts (done 
after having seen some Kandinsky in 
1948) and his recent more jewel-like 
landscapes, which are often done 
from his own photographs. 

It Is difficult at times not to have a 
one track mind with regard to the 
development of Canadian art and 
think that every artist In the 1950s in 
our country had to go abstract and 
"catch up" with international paint- 
ing to gain our respect. It must be 
remembered that throughout the his- 
tory of world art, a multiplicity of 
styles have co-existed in the same 
places. So, although Cooke's recent 
pictures push at the limits of our 
taste in their approaching of the 
postcard-esque, why should we not 
just enjoy them for what they are, 
and celebrate one man's return to the 
creative existence, as Andrus sug- 
gests.

Last Friday, the McGill Uni- 
versity Co-Ed Swim Team hea- 
ded toward Southern Ontario to 
take on the University of 
Waterloo. The men's team from 
Waterloo was national cham- 
pion last year, while the 
women's team was ranked 
seventh, two higher than Mc- 
Gill. Coaches Smith and Zarins 
wanted to use this meet as an 
indicator to predict McGIH's 
ability to compete against top 
teams. The outcome was a 
Waterloo victory, 126-85, but 
McGIH's team proved Its po- 
tential to play the role of spoiler 
for teams that are looking for a' 
national title this year. 

McGill made its mark in the 
following events: Martine 
Baudot won the 800 Free in a 
time of 9:15.0, 2.2 seconds 
faster than the previous week- 
end's results. The closest 
Waterloo time was 9:33.2. Lois 
Moralejo won the 200 Free in a 
time of 2:09.6, edging out. 
Karen Murphy from Waterloo 
one second. Lois also cut 
e second off her last time. 
Lester Jackson made it a sweep : 
in the 200 Free by winning the. ' 
men's race In a time of 1 :52.7, 
bettering his previous time by 
Jan Rogers won the 
women's 50 Free In 26.8, while 
Andy Thomas and Peter Smith 
took second and third with 
times of 23.4 and 24.3 re- 
spectively. Richard Ungar won 
the. 100 Breaststroke In 1:12.2. 

Throughout Ihe remainder of 
the meet,- the McGill team 
made Its presence' known. The 
finale of any dual meet is the 
400 Free Relay, and H has 
' become one of the' team goals 
to end every meet with a victory 
In this event. That is exactly 
what the swimmers did; the 
women won by .1 see. and the 
men by .5 seconds. 

Harry Zarins commented 
that, "We .were very pleased 
with 'the team's performance, 
especially after a seven hour 
ride. We are pleased with the 
way everyone's times keep 
dropping consistently every 
weekend. The team is definitely 
making an Impression and 



we're looking forward to re- 
ceiving national ranking. 

On Saturday, the team split; 
the men visited Guelph while 
the women swam in the 10th 
Annual McMaster Invitational. 

The men's dual meet was 
close, with McGill taking the 
final relay fora 59-54 win. Andy 
Thomas and Lester Jackson 
finished first In the 50 Free and 
200 Fly, both less than 2 
seconds from national qualify- 
ing times. Peter Smith, after 
recovering from recent Injuries, 
swam a 5:29.9, to win the 500 
Free. The team performed 
consistently well despite ex- 
perimentation by Coach Zarins. 
Phil Wilson and Ken Hutchins 
took second and third in the 
100 Free. Bertrand Therlault 
and Jackson did likewise in the 
200. 

Everyone swam satisfactorily 
according to Zarins, "especially % 
with all the driving". The men 
are concentrating on improving 
their times by the February 
deadline -for meeting national 
time standards. 

; Several of the women have . 
already succeeded in quali- 
fying. Jan Rogers and Martine 
'Baudot met their times In the 
50 and 800 Freestyle In Frlda/s 
meet.
